August, 1957, Mr. Bull was appointed Canadian 
Ambassador to Japan and did such a commend- 
able job that he was re-appointed in 1960 for a 
second term of three years. 


In June, 1960, Mr. and Mrs. Bull and their 
fourteen year old daughter Susan, flew around 
the world, via Hong Kong, India, Africa, 
Leopoldville, and the Belgian Congo, where the 
older of the Bull's two sons was the acting 
Commercial Attache. Mr. Bull was the official 
representative of the Canadian Government at 
the ceremonies celebrating the Independence of 
the Belgian Congo.

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cated may with his broad outlook and varied 
talents has become the measure of a nation's 
economic and military potential. 


As an example of this "Education Revolution", 
during the twenty-five years ending in 1958 in 
the United States, one hundred and fifty-five men 
were responsible for advances in over forty 
phases of science and the arts. Thus education is 
the measure of the real productivity of present 
day society. 


The many problems created by this rapid 
advance in knowledge are weighty; they will 
grow heavier as this century progresses. At- 
omic energy is waiting to be harnessed. How 
are we to bring science and its benefits to under - 
developed nations? We are moving towards a 
Society in which there will be no real poverty 
and leisure will become a problem. In fact, 
within the next fifty years every faucet of our 
life will be altered by science. 


To meet these problems we need trained 
minds. To operate the new machines and to aid 
us in controlling our new devices we need trained 
engineers. Technicians and educators, scholars, 
Scientists and administrators will be in demand 
to help us to adjust to our new way of living. 
Thus to tackle these changing conditions, not 
only is a good education required in early life, 
but it may benecessary to continue one's formal 
education as an adult. 


The spectre of unemployment looms upbefore 
every ill-educated person inthe country to-day. 
As technological advances surely increase the 
need for well trained people, they just as surely 
decrease the need for unskilled or semi-skilled 
labour. For instance, since 1955 almost one 
third of Northern Ontario's nineteen thousand 
bushworkers have lost their jobs through a 
revolution in the pulpwood industry. Increased 
mechanization has led toa decrease of the work 
week of the remaining lumbermen, but has re- 
sulted in an increase of fifteen percent in the 
pulpwood harvest. 


In one area of Southern Ontario the employ- 
ment office reports that almost all of its twelve 
hundred registered unemployed had grade ten 
education or less. This educational handicap 
has sent over three million adult Canadians 
back to school. When he enrolled, the average 
Canadian male was twenty-eight years of age 
and was supporting a wife and two children. A 
few additional years of education in their youth 
would have meant the difference between em- 
ployment and unemployment for many of these 
people. 


Every extra year of school is an investment 
in the future. In Canada, reports the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, seventy percent of all

WHY STAY AT SCHOOL 


According to the Dominion Government Bur- 
eau of Statistics, in the year 1957-58, 396,000 
students were enrolled in grade two in Canada. 
Of these 131,000 will leave school before grade 
nine; 139,000 before reaching junior matricu- 
lation and 95,000 more before reaching univer- 
sity. Only 31,000 or less than ten percent will 
continue touniversity. But by 1970 when seventy 
percent of these pupils will have terminated 
their studies, only thirty-five out of every hund- 
red jobs willbe held by unskilled or semi-skilled 
labour. That is to say, a person with too little 
education to-day may be obsolete to-morrow. 


Since 1860 we, mankind, have learned more 
about the physical sciences than we have in all 
the centuries up to that point, and our fund of 
knowledge is doubling every twenty-five years. 
This has had tremendous impact on society and 
has greatly accelerated the force exerted on it 
by knowledge. In fact within the last fifty years 
a complete reversal has taken place in the 
practical importance of general education. Until 
the twentieth century a country could afford few 
educated men, for, to be educated was to be 
unproductive. 


Now the reverse is true. The labour of ob- 
taining an education is productive and labour 
done primarily with the hand is not. The edu-
